Stereo seized after warnings 
over blaring music ignored 


A CREWKERNE man, whose blaring 
music was covered in the BBC1 televi¬ 
sion programme “Street Patrol UK” in 
September, has now had his stereo 
equipment confiscated by South Som¬ 
erset District Council. 

After being issued with warnings 
about the level of noise coming from 
the stereo at the property, an abatement 
notice was issued in May this year. The 
serving of the abatement notice was 
picked up by a BBC production com¬ 
pany concerned with the making of 
“Street Patrol UK” and was reported in 
series five on September 13th. 

When the abatement order was ig¬ 
nored the council obtained a warrant, 
using evidence gained by council offi¬ 
cers working out of hours, to search for 
and seize noise equipment from the 
premises in Crewkerne on Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 12th. 

Environmental health officers, work¬ 


ing in partnership with the police, exe¬ 
cuted the warrant and the equipment 
seized included the stereo, speakers and 
a separate sub-woofer. 

Alasdair Bell, environmental health 
manager at the district council, said: “It 
is important that people have due regard 
for their neighbours, particularly when 
it comes to noise disturbance of this 
type. 

“This joint action with the police 
demonstrates that we work closely with 
our partners to deal as swiftly and ef¬ 
fectively with people who cause such 
anti-social behaviour.” 

Councillor Peter Seib, portfolio 
holder for regulatory and democratic 
services added: “It is a shame that once 
again we have had to use these powers 
to protect the public from nuisance 
noise. Please, think of others, moderate 
your music so that we can leave you in 
peace.”

Otherwise your employees will end up paying tax 
on the extra amounts. 

Business Gifts 

Good News: You are required by HMRC to ensure that the gift is as 
big an advertising tool foryour business as possible. So plaster logos 
and corporate messages on gifts at will. 

Bad News: HMRC encourages businesses to think creatively when it 
comes to business gifts - so anything obvious like food, drink, to¬ 
bacco or exchangeable vouchers is out of the question unless it hap¬ 
pens to be your own product. 

Good News: Instead choose any ofthe following, all of which can be 
covered with your corporate advert: framed prints, crystal tumblers, 
clothing, personalised mugs, games and puzzles, i-phone 
stands/holders, desk tidies and how about a few space hoppers? 
Perfect for the accountants in your life. 

Bad News: HMRC doesn't allow taxpayers to get too carried away 
with lavish gifts for their clients. Any ofthe business gifts above are 
only allowable as a tax deduction if the total cost of gifts to any one 
individual in any year is not in excess of £50. 

Gifts to Staff 

Good News: In some cases the taxman will consider a benefit ex¬ 
empt on the grounds that the cash equivalent ofthe benefit taxable 
on the employee is too small to pursue. HMRC has also agreed that 
it is alrightfor an employerto give staff seasonal gifts such as a turkey, 
an ordinary bottle of wine or chocolates and that these will be 
treated as exempt benefit.

And Finally, The 2013 Tax Return Deadline 
Christmas is not only a festive season, it's also the season for tax re¬ 
turns. The deadline for filing your 2013 tax return online is 31 January 
and that is also the date when you are due to pay any balance of tax 
for the year 2013/2013 and make a payment on account for 
2013/2014. 

What happens if I've spent all my money on Christmas shop¬ 
ping? - If post Christmas you find your wallet is empty and you are 
unable to pay HMRC the tax you owe, there are a couple of options. 
First, see if you have any grounds for reducing the payment on ac¬ 
count for 2013/2014.This could be because you expect your profit 
for the current year to be lower than last year. 

If however, you still can't pay any tax owed on 31 January, then pick 
up the telephone and get talking to HMRC. Make a "Time to Pay" 
arrangement to settle your bill by regular instalments. In this way 
you will avoid the 5% or 10% late payment penalties, although you 
will still pay an interest charge on any tax not paid by 31 January.

Packed council meeting to 
discuss plans for textile mill 

THERE was standing room only at the Crewkerne 
Town Council Planning and Highways Committee 
meeting on Monday, as concerned residents filled the 
public gallery. 

They were expressing concerns over a planning ap¬ 
plication to carry out partial demolition, conversion 
and alterations to existing buildings to create a com¬ 
mercial unit, 45 dwellings and 13 new dwellings at 
Viney Bridge Mills, South Street. 

The historical textile mill has stood empty for several 
years and is owned by Coxley Developments Limited. 

Residents of Weavers Close raised several concerns, 
including privacy issues, the amount of traffic the de¬ 
velopment would cause, where the access road 
would be, how demolition would be carried out and 
the fact that the area was declared a flood zone. 

A representative from the developers attended the 
meeting and continued to answer questions outside 
the council chamber afterwards. 

Town councillors agreed to support the plans, pro¬ 
viding a number of their own questions on said issues 
and the sympathetic restoration of the main build¬ 
ings were satisfied. 

The old mill is considered an important heritage 
building, described ina report as being "of huge im¬ 
portance as a tangible link with the past and with the 
tradition of flax and hemp weaving in the area which 
goes back to the thirteenth century". 

The site is also of importance as a seat of industrial¬ 
isation in the South West, turning an industry that had 
been cottage-based for 600 years into a factory- 
based process. 

The heritage report also stated that the site's pre- 
1900 buildings were characteristic of the area and 
therefore important historic features in their own 
right and should be preserved for the enjoyment and 
interpretation of today's and future generations. 

The site's post-1900 buildings were considered to 
be of less importance and to be suitable for demoli¬ 
tion if that could be shown to be of benefit to the 
overall conservation of the site and its other build¬ 
ings.

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A hideous cycle which we can break 


W hen the world education league ta¬ 
bles were published last week, much 
fuss was made of the fact the UK 
has slipped to 26 on the chart. No fuss what¬ 
soever was made of Africa’s position; little 
wonder, as it hovers somewhere around minus 
infinity. 

In Sub-Saharan Africa - which is that area of the 
continent to the south of the Sahara Desert, i.e. most 
of it - there are about 80 million children of school 
age. Of these children, UNESCO estimates that at 
least 46 million have never stepped inside a class¬ 
room. 

And of those who are more fortunate to attend 
school, most of them will be pulled out of it by the 
time that they are 11 or 12, because of water. 

If you live in a country where there is no natural 
clean water, or if you live in a country where a natural 
disaster has destroyed the clean water supply, your 
choice is stark and simple - fetch clean water or don’t 
live at all. 

Asha, whose name ironically means “life”, is 13 
years old and lives in Burkina Faso, near Datra. A 
keen, naturally-intelligent child, she did well in pri¬ 
mary school at rudimentary reading and wanted to be¬ 
come a doctor. But, like four out of every 10 children 
of the area, mainly the girls, she did not complete pri¬ 
mary school because once she was strong enough she 
was sent to carry clean water. 

Like millions of women and children across Africa 
and Asia, every day Asha walks for three to four hours 
to fetch clean water in a large plastic petrol container. 
Sometimes, when the nearest water source dries up, 
she walks for eight hours to and from the next closest 
one. 

It’s hard going; the average temperature of Sub-Sa-

haran Africa is between 20c and 35c, the tracks are 
dry, dusty, peppered with stones, it is easy to slip from 
exhaustion, graze and cut her knees, and spill her pre¬ 
cious load, which means walking all the way back to 
the safe well again. 

The weight of the water she carries in the deep heat 
for hours every day, day after day, is 20 kilos, which 
is about the same weight as the average airline permits 
the likes of us to take as baggage allowance for our 
holidays. 

Imagine carrying your holiday suitcase for four 
hours in 30c heat. Then imagine having to do it again 
tomorrow, and the day after that, and every day after 
that for most of the rest of your life - this is Asha’s 
future. 

Asha will never get back to school, she will never 
learn to read properly, she will never get to become a 
doctor. Like 90 per cent of the women of Sub-Saharan 
Africa, she will remain semi-literate or illiterate until 
the day she dies. 

In Africa alone, the total time spent by people walk¬ 
ing for clean water each year is 40 billion hours. What 


level of learning could be achieved each year in 40 bil¬ 
lion hours? 

But because they cannot learn, because the need to 
fetch clean water is greater than the need to read and 
write, they cannot educate themselves. And because 
they cannot be educated, they cannot develop agricul¬ 
ture and engineering and all of the rest of the modem 
means of living without having to walk half a day with 
the crippling weight of a suitcase on your back. 

It is a hideous cycle. But it is a cycle that we can 
break. 

As simply a lack of clean water is a major cause of 
lack of education and development, we can help in a 
basic, cheap and ingenious way - with a basic piece 
of kit called the Water Survival Box. 

The Water Survival Box has been developed by the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood Bridge, Midsomer Norton, 
to keep alive people who have been left with nothing 
by natural disasters like hurricanes, earthquakes 
floods, typhoons and drought. Through their charity 
World Water Works (http://worldwaterworks.org) this 
basic little box has helped to keep alive thousands of 
families in Sri Lanka, Chile, Pakistan, Chad, Mali, 
Kenya, Haiti, the Philippines and many other places 
of desperate emergency need. 

This plastic box is crammed with all that you need 
to stay alive after you have lost everything - cooking 
and eating utensils, basic means of shelter and other 
essential kit - but most importantly a water-purifica¬ 
tion pump that will make clean water from dirty water 
and provide a family of four with clean water every 
day for a year. 

Each box costs £150 to kit out and to send to those 
in need. Each box contains the magic pump which 
means for many that there is no need to walk to the 
well.

SOUTH Petherton Combined Arts Society Drama 
Group did it again with their performance of "Laying 
the Ghost" by Simon Williams.

He then played the second act as his own ghost 
and the plot became even more amusing. 

Directed by Yvonne McGuinness, Celia Crookes 
and Paul Toolan, it was a wonderful tale set in a 
home for retired actors, full of wit eccentricity and 
adult humour. 

The chuckles began as soon as Margaret Ballard 
appeared on set as Freda Deacon, the retired actress 
trying to block out her abilities as a medium by lis¬ 
tening to the shipping forecast on the radio. She was 
superb casting for the role as the "not as batty as she 
appeared"character, sitting in the corner, punctuat¬ 
ing other people's conversations with an argument 
with a ghost about his verruca and references to a 
nude jigsaw she was completing.

AFTER Charlton's last visit to Huish 
Park for a League One game on 
Boxing Day 2011, I reported on 
their constant attempts to con the 
referee and in particular one player, 
Frenchman Yann Kermorgant.

Gary Johnson's double substitu¬ 
tion at the break - introducing 
Kevin Dawson and James Hayter in 
place of loanee's John Lundstram 
and Adam Morgan - appeared to 
be working, but it wasn't until the 
unfortunate Michael Morrison de¬ 
flected Joel Grant's cross into his 
own net off his arm on 72 minutes, 
that the Glovers got the break and 
the goal their pressure deserved. 

It was perhaps fitting that the 
goal stemmed from a Kermorgant 
mistake back near the home 
penalty area that saw him try and 
mask the error by pretending to be 
injured. 

It was virtually one-way traffic 
after that and three minutes later 
the Addicks defence couldn't cope, 
and hacked Joel Grant to the 
ground as he twisted and turned 
inside the penalty area. 

Ishmael Miller almost took the 
net off the frame with a thunderous 
spot kick into the roof of the net. 

Like Blackpool midweek, Charl¬ 
ton lost their cool, and 12 minutes 
from time captain Jackson was red 


carded for a two-footed tackle, the 
second time in four days that Luke 
Ayling has been the victim. 

Miller almost stole all three points 
in added time with a shot that just 
went the wrong side of the post, 
and while it was disappointing, as 
a win would have seen the Glovers 
move above Charlton and out of 
the relegation zone, the visitors de¬ 
served a point because of Yeovil's 
poor first half showing. 

Charlton are a resilient side and 
like before when they came to 
Somerset have some good players. 

However they score "nil points" 
for their blatant acting.
